Americans Reaching El Paso 


Say Fighting Has Begun— _ 
Infantry on the Way There. 


JUAREZ, Mexico, June 12!—After a|- 


day of anxiety. Juarez is still in the 
hands of Federal forces. Rebel“troops 
are reported on three sides of the town 
at,distances variously estimatéd at from 
two to twenty miles, the latter estimate 
being that of the Federal commander, | 
General Francisco Gonzales. 

Several times during the day there 
have been reports that the rebels were 
coming, which caused a. scurrying in- 
doors, but each time the réport. proved 
false. The military authorities are reti- 
cent about the whereabouts of the 
rebels, but the general belief is that to 
the east of Juarez they-are just be- 
yond rifle range of the Federal trenches. 
This belief is confirmed by observers 
with field glasses, who watched dust 
clouds moving from the southeast, in- 
dicating the presence of a considerable 
force of mounted men. 

Five hundred Federal cavalry, which 
left in that direction early this morning, 
had not returned up to.8-0 ‘clock tonight Leelee :

PARIS,.June.12, (Associated Press.)— 
Complete accord has been reached in 
principle on all questions connected with 
the reply to the German’ counterpro- 
posals on peace. This statement was 


made in responsible quarters tonight. 

French and American conference 
circles are highly gratified at this favor- 
able turn after the prolonged differences 
of the last fortnight, verging on a dead- 
lock. The accord includes the Silesian 
question, the proposed admission of Ger- 
many to the Jeague of Nations, and 
reparations, which were the chief sub- 
jects of difference among the delegates. 

The agreement in principle leaves only 
the details and drafting to be attended 
to, which it is «said could be accom- 
plished. by Friday night, though the ex- 
pectationia that actual delivery of the 
document to the Germans will not take 
Place before Seturday night. 

The accord concerning the admission of 
Germany te thé é is the same as 
drawn. hy Lord Robert Cecil'and Colonel 
House, with the omission of 4 
¢ondition, requiring Germa ‘to 
don ‘compulsory ‘military service. M. 
Clemenceau, President’ of the Confer- 
ence, contested this condition as likely 
to -precipitate- the -same question. in 
France, and the Council finally dropped 
it. 

Germany Can Hasten League Entry. 
"No time hasbeen fixed for Germany’s 
entrance, but if she conforms to the con- 
ditions it jis expected that she will be 
represented at the first meeting of the 
assembly. 

The Silesian settlement is based on a 
plebiscite for the disputed Polish-Ger- 
man region. 

It has been decided to Incorporate the 
reply in the treaty itself rather than 
to present it as a supplemental. docu- 
ment. It will contain about 25,000 
words,

‘“‘The vigilance of ship owners is so 
keen and eable service is so quick that 
abnormal earning power in one tens 
route is destroy almost as in as it 
ars. by an inrush of tonnage from 
othet routes in which the earning power 
of ships is not so*great. With few ex- 
ceptions this condition is as. true today 
while a worldwide shortage of tonnage 
is keeping ‘af eaffiings and capital 
values high, as it,was 1913, when a 
worldwide surfejt of tonnage was keep- 
ing earnings and capital values at much 
lower levels. 

“As good an idea as any one can 
fo of the present and prospective 
values of ships can be had from the fol- 
lowing statements of fact:

“In the first place, there is no ques- 
tion that the current charter market, 
which itself is the product of many 
factors, reflects accurately the momen- 
tary capital value of ships, although, 
because of its susceptibility to fluctua- 
tions, itis not necessarily a reliable in- 
dex to their investment value. At -pres- 
ent, the bare-boat charter rate for ordi- 
nary cargo vessels 1s $5 a contwsigst 
ton a-month. This means that a 10,000- 
ton ship can be hired out for $50,000 a 
month, or $600,000 a year. In order to 
be. conservative we shall assume that 
this rental represents 20 r cent. in- 
come. . The indicated cap: value at 
the moment; therefore, is ,000,000, or 
$800, a deadweight ton. 

‘* While no one would expect to see a 
private gem oag bid this figure unless 
the vessel were peculiarly suited to his 
especial need, we cite this evidence of 
the. current value of spot delivery ton- 
nage because a knowledge of it is nec- 
essary in order to understand the situa- 
tion as a whole. 

“At the other extreme is the ship-

FEDERAL CHARTER.—‘‘ Each pur-

MERCHANT MARINE DH- 
VELOPMENT FUND.—"‘It has béen 
indicated that this plan contemplates the 
setting aside of certain moneys repre- 
senting the difference between the cus- 
tomary commercial charges for, interest 
and insurance and the’ rates at which 
the Government, in virtue of its gneve 
position, is enabled to charge, In 
matter of interest, it is estimated that 
this difference would per cent.,

the :ten-year period to $72,800,000, ex- 
clusive of any interest. which may be 
earned by keeping the balance on 
out on deposit in a national bank. 

‘“‘'There should be enacted le 
which would empower the Pres 
pool the moneys named as parts of the 
merchant marine development fund wi 
the operating surplus,-and to use such 
moneys, or any part of them which may 
be needed, to carry out the spirit of the 
policy to encourage the establishment 
and development of an adequate mer- 
chant marine under the American flag. 
This. would include the development of 
new trade routes, and the financing of 
such enterprises as the President may 
consider important to the welfare of the 
American merchant marine as the in- 
strument of American overseas trade. 


Reasons for Directors 


“THE GOVERNMENT DIRECTORS. 
—The Government directors are needed 
to serve several purposes:

PEACE DELAY STIRS 
CLASHES ON RHINE 


Germans Emboldened by the 
Differences of the Allies 
at Paris.

COBLENZ, June 12.—There are many 
indications that Americans and Ger- 
mans in the occupied territory are on 
the edge of a serious clash. The mili- 
tary police have their hands full to deal 

with the situation. 

Allied troubles in the Peace Confer- 
ence and the continued ‘delay there have 
filled the Germans with spite and ex- 
ultation, the manifestation of which be- 
comes extremely disagreeable to the 
Americans. This arrogant spirit has 
been growing ever since the peace terms 
were handed to the Germans and has 
become unbearable in the last fifteen 
days. 

Germans crowd Americans off the 
sidewalks, pass insulting remarks about 
Wilson and America, slur the American 
soldiers, and, despite warnings and or- 
ders by General Liggett that doughboys 
shall avoid, at almost any cost, physical 
clashes with the Germans; the situation 
becomes. worse. 

While the Germans are more astenent, 
the Americans are becoming freer. in 
venting their feelings. The continuance 
of their sojourn on the Rhine has spoiled 
their dispositions to some extent, and 
when they feel cocky they take it out 
on the Boches, 

Therefore the jail is overflowing. The 
prisoners are about a ee be- 
tween Americans and Last 
night all cells were full and. tio pris- 
oners slept on the attic floor. 

The clashes which take place every 
day are extremely difficult to handle as 
a rule.. In cases auch as the killing of 
Private Sheridan on Sunday night the 
matter is not so complicated, but fist 
fights a“ a far different problem. 

Almost Invariably an American dough- 
boy, when asked why he has hit a Ger- 
man, has one or two replies. The first 
is, “‘ Oh, he said Wilson was no good 
and I hit him.” The other is, “* He 
pushed me off the sidewalk, cussed me 
and I knocked him down.’ 

Four out of five Germans involved in 
such affairs accuse the Americans of 
starting the fights, or else they allege 
that a doughboy bothered a wife, sister, 
or sweetheart. Cases involving women 
are the most difficult to solve. 

However, the particular merits of this 
or that fight mean little beside the gen- 
eral fact of the situation. The nerves 
of both sides are becoming strained. 
The Americans have had enough and 
more of living among the Germans and 
the Germans apparently are proud of 
marty 4 the doughboys’ ire. 

e doughboys go unarmed when 


on leave, the Germans have a good 


chance of success when a number of 
them Iie in wait for one American. It 
is that if an “advance into 
Germany/jis ordered there will be some 
different, and probably some serious, 
Stories to tell.

No More School Books.

too busy issuing decrees. and instruc< 
tions to teachers to publish new ones. 
The teachers are forbidden to give the 
children tasks to pespecs at \home and 
even to question them during the . les- 
sons. All schools are under supervision 
of the Educational Department of the 
local Soviets, which kgep close watch 
over the political tendencies of the 
teachers. Most of the old school te«ch- 
ers have been replaced by youths and 
young giris still in their teens, who 
have themselves barely been graduated 
from the highest class. 
In some cases entirely illiterate sup- 
rters of the Bolshevist régime have 
nm appointed instructors. © Thus’ the 
head master of the famous Alexandrow- 
sky Cadet School is a former. Corporal, 
whose first act of authority upon as- 
suming his new functions. was to pro- 
hibit the use of tooth. brushes, tooth 
powder, combs, and al] other toilet arti- 
cles of a ‘* bourgeois aracter.’’ Some 
of the former school teachers have re- 
mained at their posts, but theirs is a 
sad lot. They are continually spied 
upon and subjected to every humiliation. 
here being no schedule of lessons, 
the scholars in the four higher classes 
decide themselves every day what they 
shall be taught. All educational ques- 
tions are decided by school councils, 
whose meetings are, to say the least, 
extremely original. Side by side with 
the teachers sit delegates of the 
Scholars’ Committees, children from the 
age of 12 upwards, and the decisions of 
the latter are obligatory for the teach- 
ers. 
Religious instruction, 
strictly forbidde and even conversa- 
tions on philosophical and moral sub- 
ects are regarded by the Soviet au- 
orities as counterrevolutionary and 
rohibited. This prohibition is particu- 
arly fiendish because co-education in 
absolute liberty,’’ as instituted by 
Fe pac an must saevitenay lead, in a 
primitive country like Russia, to re- 
volting conditions if moral guidan ce be 
comptetely lacking.

To this Satanic system of Gepravation. 
belong ‘‘ children’s balls,’’ which are ar- 
ranged frequently in ‘the schools by 
order of Lunacharsky.: The parents are 
forced to send their children to these 
dances, which last until-the early hours 
of morning. Last Winter, in the streets 
of Moscow and Petrograd, it was painful 
to see miserable mothers waiting all 
night in the snow outside of brilliantly 
illuminated school buildings, where their 
boys and girls were dancing. the tango 
and foxtrot. The teachers assist at 
these balls, but are not allowed to ex- 
ercise any ‘authority over the children. 
With tears in their eyes the mothers of 
Russia tell you: 

There are no longer any children in 
Russia today, only vicious little brutes 
whose talk is of monev and pleasure.’ 

The atmosphere of the ‘Bolshevist 
schools is impregnated precocious 
criminal Inetinote and pestial” jealousy.

IN BRITISH CITIES 


Government to Intern African 
| Labor Battalions After Pro- 
longed Disturbances.

LONDON, June 12.—More than one 
thousand negroes, all British subjects, 
are locked up in the Bridewell at Liver- 
pool to protect them from the fury of 
white mobs which for several days have 
been attacking the quarter in which the 
black population is concentrated. 

The race riots have been so bitter that 


the local authorities have appealed to}, 


the Hritish Government for aid. Houses 
were wrecked by. white mobs, the furni- 
ture being carried out in the streets and 
burned, and: in some instances: the Fire 
Department was called. 

Two negroes who .landed. from: a. 
steamer in ignorance of the- trouble 
were held up in a taxicab and robbed 
of £300. 

Most of the negroes locked up for pro- 
tection were armed with razors or re- 
volvers. 

The cause of the riots is the negroes 
familiarity with white women,.and also 
the fact that the negroes are holding 
jobs which, demobilized service men 
contend, belong to them. Race feeling 
has. spread to large factories in..Liver- 
pool which have bn acargigh oiling. ey i 
years, and one large plan ts- 
charged all black employes because the 
whites refuse to work with them. 

At Cardiff and Barry, in South Wales, 
race riots of almost equal magnitude 
took place last night. These also grew 
-out of the association of negroes with 
white women. In the main-streets of 
Cardiff a mob of several hundred black 


ing. The negroes used revolvers and 
razors freely. One white man died as 
the result of razor slashes. At Barry 
a second white man was killed by being 
stabbed.

» Sees No Danger from Bolshevism, 
~~ but Declares That Taxes WIIl 
Be Tremendous Burden. 


Abbe Ernest Dimnet of. the \College 
Stanislas, Paris, is in this country look- 
ang for financial aid for the rehabilita- 
tion of the Catholic University Mission 
at. Lille, France, and particularly for 
the three hospitals connected with that 
institution.. No -section of ‘Northern 
France was more completely. devastated 
by the Germans than the Lille section, 
‘and the university and hospitals of the 
famous city. suffered correspondingly. 
The university, bemg endowed, looked 

_ for its maintenance from the wealthy 
men of the district, but there are no 
longer any wealthy citizens of wrecked 
Lille, and until the city gets again on its 
feet, the Abbe Dimnet' says, the univer- 
sity will have to depend upon help from 
egister universities in this country. 

Abbe Dimnet arrived in New York five 
days ago, and he has already.been in 
touch with heads of American tuniversi- 
_ wno have promised aldy He said 

that he was not looking for aid alto- 
erg from. Catholic sources, but hoped 
at all American universities would ap- 
ee the pie of the Lille Univer- 
sity Mission and come to its assistance. 
A comparatively small sum. of money 
Was needed, he said, .to_re-establish the 
institution to a point. where it-could- take 
care of its own future. “The three mis- 
sion hospitals, he said,.are very much 
in need of assistance, particularly’ the 
two maintained for infants: being- in 
ee tress.‘ The “President of the 
ital, he said, had:just written him 
that they"¢ did-not haye’even medicine.

INTERNATIONAL DEBTS, AND 
DUTIES. 

Mr. VANDERLIP, in his testimony be- 
fore the Senate committee, “repeats 
what he had previously said less 
formally in an address, that in the 
epinion of Européahs tniiamed it 
would be wise and just for us to fore- 
go repayment of our advances to bel- 
ligerents to a total approaching ten 
billions. There is little reason to 
doubt that there is such a feeling in 
unofficial cireles on the other side the 
ocean, as there is on this side. It 
Will be’ recalled’ that such a proposal 
has been made here, and that there 
was some individual and unauthorita- 
tive support of it: But.there was no 
official echo here, and there is reason 
te doubt that there is any. official 
opinion to that effect on the other side 
of the sea. The point is open for de- 
cision on the merits, for it is a case 
of the first impression, asthe lawye-s 
Say, there being: no precedents on rll 
fours ‘with this case. There are 
plenty of cases in which peoples have. 
been indebted to one another on bal- 
ance. We ‘* owed’’ England some 
five billions at the outset of the war 
in the sense that English capitalists 
had advanced that sunt by making i - 
vestments here. But that was not a 
debt between Governments. We paid 
it by buying back the securities. 

The ten billions foreign Governments 
owe us were asked and given: as loans 
by our Government, and it is. impor- 
tant that loans between Governments 
should be settled as: between individ- 
uals. Otherwise there is a fatal blow 

to credit: If those ten billions were 
bi repaid no other billions could 
ever be borrowed or lent between 
nations. There is no telling how 
undesirable that might be, since we 
cannot know the future borrowers 
or lenders, nor how necessitous the 
occasion for the loan.. There is no 

suggestion that we are usurers, for we 
are lending lower than the’ borrowers 
can borrow anywhere else, and are 
doing so although we have a monopoly 
of credit. "We may lend as cheaply as 
we choose, and we are now lending 
in fact, though not in form, the money 
with which our interest.is paid. If the 
loan were made on condition‘of repay- 
ment of: principal without interest it 
would be & gift of more than’ the prin- 
cipal,’ and it wouldbe a gift which 
borrowérs might be..more ready to 
accept than a forgiveness of the debt. 

It would ‘be. embarrassing to make 
an offer of that sort and have it de- 
clined, or resented. The acceptatice of 
monetary favors is a confession of 
poverty, or even bankruptcy,. which 
no Government would allow if there 
were any alternative. _Presumably no 
one of the ** big four ”’ is/ready to be 
put in the posttion of a poor relation, 
a we must walk warily unless we 
wish to be regarded as purse-phoud 
and condescending.

IF THE WAR HAD GONE ON. 

In talking about™the official com- 
pilation ‘‘ America's Munitions,’’ 
which tells the story of-the equipment 
of the armies the, United States had 
organized to assure Wictory in \the 
war eventually, Assistant Secretary 
CROWELL makes the significant state- 
ment that the Governments of our Al- 
lies calculated that the United States 
would not be ablé to make a supreme 
effort until 1920. Early in that year 
the production of munitions was to be 
so vast that if the war were still going 
on the enemy was to be overwhelmed 
and crushed. Great ‘Britain and 
France did not expect the United 
States to be ready for the decisive 
campaign until 1920, and meanwhilé 
they planned to make good from their 
own resources the American deficien- 
cies in equipment for troops actually 
engaged. Before the German. offen- 
sive of March, 1918, the Allies did 
not doubt their ability to hold. the 
enemy’s line until America was able 
to exert her utmost strength, two 
years later. The failure of American 
airplane production in quantity and 
the lack of guns of essential calibres 
and of other equipment were evi- 
dently foreseen by our allies, who did 
not expect the impossible of the United 
‘States, great as their extremity Was. 
Adequate preparation of at least two 
years, not hasty and ill-organized en- 
deavor against time, to fit out Ameri- 
can effectives, was what our allies 
desired of us. . 

But the sudden, swift and formi- 
dable offensive launched by the Ger- 
mans a year ago last March and car- 
ried many miles into the allied lines, so 
far in fact that it seemed at one time 
as if the Americans had come too late, 
changed the situation so completely 
that men, though not thoroughly 
equipped, became of more importance 
than American munitions. The war 
had to be won in 1918 or not at all; 
that is to say, the enemy must be 
broken anhd‘thrown back or he would 
divide the French and British armies, 
perhaps cut off the American ‘force 
on the right, capture Paris, and reach 
the Channel ports. The supreme ‘ef- 
fort of the American armies, 4,000,000 
etrong, with their own’ guns of all 
calibres, with their own:gas shells in 
vast quantities, and with thousands 
of combat and bombing airplanes, was 
eliminated from the allied plan of cam- 
paign. Assistant Secretary CROWELL 
thinks that it was based upon sound 
strategical reasons, and we all know 
that the great struggle ended with 
surprising suddenness. The request for 
an armistice came as a surprise, and 
it has since been realized in many 
ways that the United States and its 
allies were not ready “for & suspension 
of hostilities. 

As’ the war~was ending American 
production of munitions was approach- 
ing its peak...., Some time in’1919 there 
would have been guns, shells, general 
equipment, and airplanes enough to 
equip the mighty American Army for 
the decisive campaigh: set for the fol- 
lowing year. Providence intervened. 
There has been nothin; more dra- 
matic in the history of war since the 
dawn of time than the hurling back of 
German hosts in the second battle of 
the Marne by the genius of Focu, who 
with steddily increasing American re- 
serves ‘to draw on could afford to risk 
ai decisive battle. There, and after- 
ward in the Soissons salient, on. the 
St. Mihiel front, in the Argonne? For- 
est and the Meuse Valley, the Ameri- 
cans made their supreme effort, and 
the victory was won, with glory 
enough for all. It was, as we now 
see, @ blessing that the -Germans 
forced the issue, for it reacted on 
them with disastrous and ruinous ef- 
fect. The quick decision sought by 
them they lost. Suppose that they 
had not come out of their

As for 
country, that is a sentiment’: which 
merely provokes the world thinker to 
a superior smile ; it is either a mean- 
ingless geographical expressjon or the 
synonym for a bourgeois republic 
which, .a& all good revolutionaries 
know, is the fount and origin of bru- 
tality and tyranny. And if these 
words were not dishonorable in them- 
selves to our starry-eyed remakers: of 
the world, they would be sufficiently 
discredited in their view by their ‘as- 
sociation with the United. States 
Army. : . 

It might be worth while, in these 
days when we are being told that 
whatever has been is wrong and that 
anything that may be put in its place 
is eternally right, to consider whether 
the concepts of honor, duty, and 
country have not contributed some- 
thing to American life which could 
hardly be produced by diligent carry- 
ing .out of the maxims of our new 
thinkers: They are old ideals; crimes 
have sometimes been committed in 
tpeir name; but they have served us 
pretty well so far.» Can the vocal 
revolutionists give us anything that 
is likely to serve us better? ‘

JAMES ‘A. TAWNEY. 

In Gettysburg, Penn., a town which 
once won fame because General LEE 
retreated from a ridge a mile and a 
half away from it, a blacksmith had 
born: to him the usual- number of 
sons and daughters. One of these 
was JaMes A. TAWNEY, who, as he 
grew. up,.loaked out upon. the general 
hordé 6f°yothg Tawneys and decided 
that he would go West and grow up 
with the country. He settled in 
Winona, where the first families in 
Minnésota, lived, and promptly proved 
himself. a disturbing element. He 
worked at the forge until the .forge 
seemed no place for him, and then 
studied law and went to the State 
‘Senate, the first families of Winona 
remarking with surprise the intru- 
siveness of the mechanic from Get- 
tysburg. He served in the’ Legisla- 
ture just one term, and then he ‘went 
to Congress. é 

There he erected an immediate rep- 
utation as a tr6uble-maker. The 
House machine could do~ nothing. 
Only Uncle Joz CaNNOoN Aooked on 
him with a fatherly eye; PAYNE, 
DALZELL, GROSVENORy and, the rest of 
the sages decided antong themselves 
that young Jim TAWNEY was .too 0b- 
streperous and would never do. .Mr. 
CANNON, perhaps aS peevish as.any 
of them over the insurrections of 
Tawney, still liked him in: an- As- 
syrian ‘monarch sort. of way, * and 
made him Chairman of the Appropri- 
ations Cofmmittee in 1905. 

The first thing that the new Chair- 
man started to do was to lead a re- 
volt against the House machine over 
the question of Statehood for Arizona 
and New Mexico, and there was much 
gnashing of teeth among the Elder 
Statesmen.

They said that 
two hours before’. the accident the sea 
was enveloped in a heavy for, so dense 
that it was impossible for the lookouts 
to see more than fifty feet ahead. The 
fog horn of the transport was Blown at 
regular intervals, and the ‘speed of the 
vessel cut down. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock Wednesday 
night a lookevt réported hearing a fog- 
horn- about 700 yards off the port bow. 
The engine room at once was signalled 
to slow down the vessel's speed still 
more, and thé coOursé was changed to 
the starboard, Three minutes later, the 
officers said, the Redondo loomed into 
view, her lights visible as the fog scem- 
ingly lifted for thé moment. 

The steersmen of the Graf Waldersee 
tried to swerve the vessel, but were too 
late to prevent the collision. The Re- 
dondo struck the transport squarely 
amidship, in the Wake of the coal bunk- 
ers and abreast~of the engine room. 
The impact was sO great that those 
asleep On both boats were sent flying 
from their bunks. 


Captain Kerrick rushed to the bridge.

Mayor Hylan aie ’yesterday that he 
Was .opposed to an-increage of fares 
on the city’s transportation lines, and 
Public Sérvice . Commissioner Lewis 
Nixon; a staterhent, declared that 
he was-in accord with the Mayor.’ The 
Mayor discussed the. matter because 
of gossip that if the Board of Estimate 
refused. to authorize an increase “the 
Pye Legislature would be asked ‘to take |’ 

matter out.of-the hands of‘ the city 
administration. The. Mayor promised 
to do ‘what -he* could to have only men 
elected to. the Legislature who ‘would 
oppose a higher’ fare. 

Mr. Nixon discussed: the fare question 
for the purpose of correcting erroneous 
ideas growing out of his recent speéch 
before the Brooklyn Chamber of ‘'Com- 
merce. Because. of this: speech some 
persons got the idea that Mr. Nixon and 
the Mayor were at variance over ‘the 
fare ~issue.« The = statement 
reads: 

‘I will oppose an increased Cte and 
if the transit corporations refuse -to 
operate the lines the city will operate 
them in the interest t people. It 
was stated in the press yesterday that 
if the Board of Estimate would-not con- 
sent to an increased. fare an appeal 
would be made to the Legislature of 1920- 
for a law which would.take: the powes 
out of the hands of the city’ administra- 
tion. “~ 

‘I want!to say now tat the people 
should ask the,designees of both parties 
of every Senatorial and Assembly dis- 
trict before primary day in September 
if they are for or against: an increased 
fare to the transit corporations of the 
city, and if they refuse to take a stand 
against an increased fare they~ should 
be opposed in the primary and on elec- 
tion day regardless of party affiliations. 

‘“*I will take an active part:in any 


Senatorial or: Assembly district cam- 
paign to help defeat any candidate who 
refuses to take a stand against increased 
fares,”’ 


Clears..Up Brooklyn Speech. 

Replying to inquiries. seeking to. dis- 

cover his precise opinion in regard to the 
agitation for increas fare, Mr. Nixon 
explained that many versions had been 
given as to what he had said in his 
Brooklyn speech, but gfhat what he in- 
tended to say and what he thought he 
had said was: 
‘That I thought further recefverships: 
would be bad for ‘the city, State, and 
nation and that every effort should be 
made to avoid them. 

“That had I been- vested with power 
to adjust fares to. meet the situation I 
should have acted by now.., 

‘That in any adjustment made there 
would be a give and take from both 
sides, as no adjustment could ne one- 
sided. 

‘‘ "These are briefly the views I ad- 
vaneed. Before saying anything else I 


|} wish to make very clear the fact that 


nothing will be done by me under any 
circumstances except’ in co-operation 
with the Mayor. He is the head of the 
City Government and speaks for the 
city, and certainly -he has my respect 
and esteem.”’ 

Mr. Nixon, discussing the rapid tran- 
sit contracts, explained that any amend- 
ment, of them would be a. matter for the 
attention of the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sioner, and that he would be interested 
only so far as the servicé and manage- 
ment were concerned. When it is diffi- 
cult to meet expenses, he pointed out, 
and the equipment and service are 
touched because of lack of funds, then 
it becomes his duty to present his views. 
From. this viewpoint Mr. Nixon dis- 
cussed the fare question, the leases and 
mortgages of the dual system and what 
might. be .conside * as. desirable 
changes in the rapid transit contracts 
in the event of the two operating com- 
panies and the city meeting in a ‘spirit 
of concession. | 

It ‘was said that what Mr. Nixon ‘has 
in.mind is a change, in the contracts 
relating to the rapid transit system s0 
that the city Would not have to wait 
until there were profits to divide, when 
the city would: get. only half; that the 
city should be entitled to receive some- 
thing before -all of the claims of the 
companies were’ liquidated. 

Under the contracts the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company ts entitled to a 
preferential of $6,335,000 a year and the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company to a 
preferential of $3,500,000.

1 Payments, Which Can Be  Levied 


Upon Are Not’ Only 
Annual. 


ALBANY, June -123.—Additional rulings 
on the new State income tax were an- 
rounced today by State Controller 
Onieof thé most ‘complex feat- 
urés which ‘so far liave caused consider- 
able comment, according .to .the Con- 
troller, has to do with ““ deducting and 
withholding at thé source’ by every 
emiployer. Uhder the rules only incomes 
earned for personal services. are: af-| 
feéted. This means “‘ salaries, wages, 
commissions, gratuities, emoluments, 
and perquisites, although other kinds of 
personal service. iticomes’ may be added 
if. fixed, determinable, annual; or period- 
ical.”
